SCHOOL REPORT 


_ Oo 
TTOWNSMEN: 


I cannot begin my report better than by quoting from the 
register of Hon. Daniel G. Bedee, in which he reports for 
District No.5: ‘‘The greatest improvement now in the schools 
can be made by the parents in arranging for the attendance of 
the pupils during the whole day. The great number of dismiss- 
als reported is occasioned by the parents requesting their chil- 
dren to be dismissed after their lessons are recited, simply to 
gratifiy them in some senseless wish to be free from the restraints 
of the schoolroom. The results of such requests are detri- 
mental and only detrimental to the best interests of the puptls.” 

This suggests a very broad principle, and not simply, either, 
the principle that regularity and uniformity need to enter into 
school discipline ; it suggests besides this, general law ; it takes 
a good dzstrict to make a good d7strict school, the home deter- 
mines the character of the school. Two things have operated 
in the village school to secure large results: first, the presence 
ofa mature and thoroughly qualified teacher; second, the 
presence of a few who were willing to go ftom house to house 
and maintain unslumbering watch upon the school. One live 
school worker in a district will produce immense results. 

I commend the readiness maninfested to secure new 
books for the scholars; in several instances dictionaries have 
been put into the hands of the younger pupils. I believe 
the conviction is growing that books, even beyond the range of 
ordinary text-books, are good things to be put into the school- 
room. 

Map drawing has grown in the schools, a most valuable 
thing in teaching geography. More outline maps must be se- 
cured 
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Looking back over a century of education what may we not 
observe to be profoundly grateful for? The cause has, without 
controversy, made rapid strides. We shall have no exhibition 
to be prouder of at Philadelphia than the exhibition of Ameri- 
can Education. Our young country has distanced those whose 
history is reckoned by decades of centuries. 

Let us now remember that every good citizen’s individual 
effort will alone suffice to meet the demands of our second 
century of national existence. 

Teachers, elected officers of all sorts, and citizens generally, 
mothers fully as muchas fathers, must be awake to their respon- 
sibilites. | 

Districts 1 AND 2. These districts have been legally 
united during the year. Summer term taughtby Ellen A. 
Lovejoy. A former superintendent says of Miss L. that 
though a graduate of only the district school, she made one of the 
best of teachers. I can indorse that fully. Sickness prevented 
her taking the winter school, but Miss Ellie M. Bedee brought 
to the school such experience and tact that the standard was fully 
sustained. ‘This district means to have the best of instruction 
and gets it; a good district makes a good district school, this is 
the Zaw. Number of scholars, 24. Wages, $24.00 and $30.00. 


No. 3. Summer and Winter terms -by Miss Hannah B. 
Smith. Besides other excellencies Miss S. secured a new and 
-excellent use of the dictionary in the school; origin of words, 
definitions, pronunciation etc., were carefully taught 
I recommend to all teachers. Map drawing was a good feature 
in the exercises. Number of scholars 16. Wages, $28.00 and 
$32.00. 

No. 4. I have especially labored upon the reading of this 
school. In general scholarship the standard is highhere ; but, as 
in most schools, a much better readzng is a great desideratum. 
Miss Jennie F. Smith of Brighton, Mass., co-operated with me 
well in this—undertaking an exercise nowhere else attempted, 
a very thorough drill which, I believe told well upon the 
reading. <A greater vivacity on the part of the teacher would 
insure a corresponding vivacity in the pupils. 


a Course 
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The winter term under Miss M. F. Emmons of Bristol, was 
very highly spoken of but l was prevented by sickness from 
witnessing the closing examinations. A general wish seemed 
to prevail that she should teach a select school, but the advan- 
tages at the Village High School supersedes in all cases the 
necessity of local schools and the parents here saw itso. Num- 
ber of scholars 28. Wages, $28.00. 


No. 5. ‘The primary department lost, at the close of the 
fall term, the very valuable services of Miss Etta F. Fellows. 
She has labored long and well, and carries away with her the 
warm good wishes of usall. Miss Emma W. Cox succeeded 
her, sustaining fully the character of the department. Exercises 
by the children in map drawing, recitations from wall maps, 
and sézging were among the noticeable improvements in this 
room. We shall yet see more importance attached to singing 
as a qualification in our teachers: in another century every 
American boy and girl will sing. Number of scholars 44. 
Wages, $32.00 and $28.00.

The District does wisely to retain Miss’ S. in this 
room; a change could hardly prove anything but .disastrous.

The High School and upper department have enjoyed this 
year again the invaluable services of Hon. Daniel G. Bedee. 
If parents want to have their boys spend a useful life and be 
useful to the end of their days of activity, let them encourage 
them in following the profession and methods of Mr. Bedee. 
A new grading has been adopted by which a larger number 
than ever before from the lower departments have enjoyed in- 
struction in the upper room. Here the feature of the room is 
the home like, genial, but stimulating atmosphere which per- 
vades it. The movements of scholars out and in have been 
regulated to music,—a valuable arrangement ; a better tone has 
been given to declamations and other literary exercises; a bet-

ter morale is noticeable in doors and out ; a larger number from 
the district are availing themselves of the advantages of the 
Spring term of the High School. Parents throughout the 
town have missed much if they have not sat in this room a_ half 
a day and more. 

It is gratifying here to note the improvement in this respect 
in town. I am glad my associate in the superintendency 
agrees so fully with me in the importance of this school to the 
town entire. Number of scholars, 37. Wages, $75.00. 


No. 6. Summer term under charge of Miss Ella M. Fellows. 
Her services here, like those of her sister in No. 5, are of such 
value as leads the superintendent to hope that the help of this 
family may not be withdrawn from our schools to those of our 
neighbor town on the north-east. 

Winter term under Miss Emma J. Stevens, for whom we 
have had occasion to thank Centre Harbor before and do again. 
[ think no young woman could have succeedéd better in the 
care of this school this winter. Singing helped the school very 
much. Number of pte 22. Wages, $26.00 and $30.00. 


No. 8. Summer term, Miss’ Hattie ‘ye Hoyts; one: of our 
best teachers and seeking to make herself still better by all the 
advantages of a full normal course at Plymouth. Through an 
inadvertence of mine I failed to be present at the closing exam- 
ination ; but her former success and the general report of those 
in the district assure me of the success of the term. 

Winter term under Miss Ada B. Pike, of Salem, Mass. 
I saw only the commencement of the term; the examination of 
the teacher was unusually well sustained; this was her first 
term as teacher but I hear only commendations from the parents 
of the district. Number of Scholars, 16. Wages, $27.00 and 
$29.00.

Having attended to the several duties required by law, your 
committee presents the following condensed report from school 
districts No. 7, 9 and 10, united, 11, 12, 13, 15, 16, and 17. 

The teachers employed, as a general thing, are. first-class 
teachers, and the schools in this part of town are thought to be 
in a prosperous condition, making good progress, moving up- 
ward as well as onward. 


DISTRICT NO. 7, 


Partly in this town but mostly in Laconia, has had two terms 
of school. Summer term taught by Miss E. D. Sanborn. She 
has much experience, has system and tact, and in the opinion 
of your committee is well qualified by nature and art to fill an 
important place in the school room. She is an analytical 
teacher and has the rare gift in her illustrations of making every 
point clear. Length of school, eight weeks. Wages per month, 
including board, $33.00 Number of scholars in Meredith, 5. 


DISTRICT NO. 9 AND 10, UNITED. 


This district, located at Meredith Centre, is the latgest in this 
part of the town, numbering eighteen scholars in summer and 
twenty-seven in winter. In this school there are many good 
scholars and some that are well advanced. 
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The summer term of nine weeks was taught by Mrs. A. E. 
Cram, and the winter term by Mrs. C. A. Hill. Mrs. Cram 
was favorably known as one of the best of teachers; energetic, 
laborious and self-sacrificing, she won the esteem of her pupils. 
_ Ceasing from her labors her memory will be long cherished 


by them. 


Winter term taught by Miss Annie A. Gilman. Miss Gilman 
has had also much experience in the school room. She is a 
_ worker and well understands her business.. Order, good. Her 
school at the close showed signs of thorough, systematic drill. 
In this school are some of our best scholars. Length of term, 
eleven weeks. Wages, including board, per month, $33.00. 
Scholars from our town, 4. 


We find in Mrs. Hill a good teacher having large experience, 
well qualified, laboring faithfully, but discipline not quite as 
_ good as could be desired. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Number of scholars, 21. Wages, $22.00. A good teacher 
and a good school. Unity of feeling and purpose prevailed. 
here. Every book had a preface and all branches taught had a 
starting point. Spellers had letters as well as words, and letters 
had varied sounds. At the opening of the school no grammar- 
ians and no grammars put in an appearance. At the close a 
fine class was on the recitation seat having been taught from 
the board. A sentence was written in my presence and the 
analysis given was such as would be creditable to any lke 
number of teachers. More blackboard is wanted here, and 
more blackboard, and globes, and maps, and charts hung upon — 
the walls, would be better by far than the faded leaves or fresh 
mosses, or fast anchors, or fine crosses. Miss I. A. Nelson, 
teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


A school having two terms. Miss Emma W. Cox taught 
both. Summer term of eight weeks. Wages; including board, 
per month, $23.40, and for winter, $24.00. 
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This school is advancing. A deep interest is manifested on 
the part of parents; they are there to see. ‘The scholars were 
awake taking hold in good earnest, while the teacher was doing 
her part in opening the way and leading them on to success. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. | 


School small, numbering only eight, but mostly large schol- 
ars. None of these could be prevailed on to study grammar, 
though urged to do so by the teacher, and an added word from 
your committee. One term. Teacher, Miss C. T. Gordon. 
Miss G. appeared well in the school-room, has had but little 
experience, but bids fair to become a first-class teacher. We 
think she has not failed to give good satisfaction here. Length 
of school, twelve weeks. Wages, including board, $22.90 
per month. 


DISTRICT NO. ts. 


One term of nine weeks. Cost per month, including board, 
$20.00. ‘This is*the most backward school of any in town. It 
numbers only nine scholars. All quite young. Taught by 
Mrs. C. F. Chase. Mrs. C. succeeded as well as could be ex- 
pected under such adverse circumstances. It was her first 
attempt at school keeping. 


DISTRIGE NG iG) 


This school numbering eighteen scholars ranks favorably with 
other schools in point of scholarship. ‘The teacher, Miss Ellen 
Thompson, heretofore has had but little expeience but possesses 
many characteristics which every good teather must have to be 
successful. Order, good. Progress, satisfactory. Length of 

eterm, eleven weeks. Wages per month and board, $20.00. 


DISTRICT NO. 17. 


Another small school but by no means a poor one. Here is 
good material and the work is going on to shape it. It will 
become, eventually, one of the best in town and ’tis nearing 
that point already. They are applying themselves pretty closely 
and during the present term good progress was made. One —

ing board, $19.00 per month. Teacher, Miss H. A. V. 
Robinson. Miss R. is young in teaching, moving quietly in 
her sphere, and accomplishing satisfactory results in the school 
room. 
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In conclusion, allow me to add this one suggestion: Fellow 

' Citizens: Hlave an eye to the children and youth; have an eye 

to their early training; to their mental culture, and their moral 

status. They are already upon the stepping stones and soon they 

will be on the broad stage of active life, and we, their fathers, 
stepping down to retirement and the grave. 

We, their educators ; they in turn the educators of those who 
follow. . Educate them around our firesides, by the wayside,.in 
the opening fields, in the workshops, in the stores, in the 
halls and in the house of God. By all means, educate them 
at home under your own eye; experience proves ’tis much 
cheaper and far better. Dollars are being thrown to the four . 
winds for flourish and outside show, with but little or no prac- 

tical benefit. Send them not abroad in quest of good teachers 
and schools, but bring good teachers and good schools to them. 
Every thriving village in the land should have a “ving High 
School and a live teacher at its head, of its own. We rejoice 
that we have such a one in our midst, and have already felt ’tis 
a power for good. Have an eye to the children. Be not in 
haste to raze the ‘‘Old New England School House” to the ground.
